WASHINGTON, D. C., November 4.—A new 
inetbod of mutilating silver currency is being 
«*mployed by numbers of patent inedicine ven 
dors and others ¢o advertise their goods and 

ceres. Of late large mumbers of coins have 
been received in the Treasury which are 
stamped on one side with advertisements. 
The stamps nsed are some sortofa die which 
euts letters and wordsinto thecoin. In most 
instances the name of the owner of the article 
zdvertised is not cut on the coin, but the ad- 
Vertisement sinply recommends a certain nos- 
trum or article. As the coinis stamped onliv 
on one side it can be passed very readily, ex- 
posing only the perfect side. This is a muti- 


jation of the currency and a violation of the 
law. The Secret Service nas been directed to 
investigate thisand hunt out and prosecute 
the offenders. 

POSTAGE STAMPS, 

Large numbers ot cases of violation of the 
aw probibiting traffic in postayvye stamps are 
now receiving the at -eation of the Post-office 
Department, »and special ayents are hints 
up offenuing Portmasters ali over 
ihe country.

PITY THE POOR. 


How Paupers are Being Bandied 
About Across the State. 
opniennitiaiaaidialn 
More Small-Pox—Publiic Improvements— 
City Hall Notes. 


The Mayor has been besieged recently by 
applications from paupers who have been sent 
here from Kansas City for admission to the 
City Hospital. Tne applicants say that the 
Kansas City authorities telithem that the in- 
stitutions there are crowded, and that there is 
plenty of hospital room in St. Louis, where 
they will be gladly received and kindly attend- 
ed to. Yesterday three destitute sick 


cases from the other side of the State applied 
tothe Mayor for relief and told the above 
story. The Kansas City authorities said they 
coujd not provide hospital accommodations 
for them, but would give them free transpor- 
tation to this city, with the inducement at 
thisend of the line that they would be nursed 
back to health and strength in our Uity Hos 


pital. Mayor Ewing assured them § that 
everything had been misrepresented, 
and that St. Louis was not going 


to eare for the sick and destitute of other 
cities. He gavethem transportation back to 
Kansas Uity and advised them to stay where 
they belonged. He alzo addressed a letter to 
the Mayor of Kansas City informing him that 
soine persons had takenit upon themselves to 
flood this tuwn with Kansas City’s paupers, 
and adding a few linestotheeffect that all des- 
titute cases sent here would be sent back at once 
and as otten asthey came. The fare between 
here and Kansas City is very low, and the au- 
thorities there find it cheaper to get rid of 
their poor than to take care of them. 

Yesterday a destitute and sick German, with 
his sick wife and four young children, were 
coumped at the Union Depot as a sort of gift 
from the people of Franklin, Mo.,whocollected 
enough money tosend them here. Last night the 
Mayor sent the family back to Franklin. It 
the Franklinites choose to pay their fares this 
way again the family will be again fired back, 
and the game of shuttlecock will be kept up 
with them until either town gives ia orthe 
tamily dies out. 


‘*Yes,’’ said the Mayor; ‘‘I intend to send 


back every pauper that is thrust 
upon us, and to keep on sending 
them back until the contingent 


fund is exhausted. We are willing to take care 

of ourown poor. We play no such tricks upon 

any Other nmnicipality, and we don't wantto 

abd won’t be imposed upon by any of them.’’ 
SMALL POX. 

John Bachman, a German, aged 26 years, 
arrivedin the citythis morning, having a case 
of small. pox among his baggage. He had been 
a resident of Chicago for the past year. 
He isa baker by trade and came here to get 
work. Anambulance carried him co Quaran 
tine this afternoon. There are now nine cases 
of small-pox in Quarantine, two or three of 
which are bad, but not dangerous. All the 
patients wil] recover.

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SHOOTING OF M. C. BROWN. 


The Noble Act ot « Brave Man Jeopar- 
dizes His Life. 


Mr. T. H. Peabody, the attorney whose 
office M. C. Brown occupied, furnishes the 
following relatingto the shooting of the at- 
torney taken from a letter of Mrs. Mary A. 
Wood, 1901 Chouteau avenue, with whom Mr. 
Brown rooms, givinz full particulars as to the 


tragedy: , . 

“The way he got shot was this: _ He was 
eoming from Cuba to Franklin on his way to 
Herman. Mo., (to attend to his land pusi- 
ness). On the train was a mule trader of St. 
Louis, named Setfert or Seifrecd, who was 
drunk and flourishing a revolver, Anold 
inman sitting in froaot Was singing for the 
amusement ofafew young men who were 
laughing. Seifert concluded to run the train 
to suit himself and yelled out thatthe oid 
man had no right on the train and he should 


shoot him, cocked his revoiver and ran 
towards the old min and, aim- 
ed at his breast. Brown sprang 


up, caught Sefert’s arm and bezged him 
not to barm the poor old man. Seifort earsed 
Brown, and asked what he had to do withi', 
and stuck the revolver right at Brown’s 
breast. Thelatter kuocked it aside and it 
went off, barming no one. He cocked it 
againand aimed at Brown, and the latter 
grasped the revolver with both hands, trying 
to take it «away, end succeeded in 
turning the muzzle downward, but the ruffiin 
succeecdedin dring,the bullet passing through 
Brown’s left thigh some two inches be'ow the 
groin. Brown then knockea Seifert down 
and he was arrested and it is reported to he 
secured in Crawford county. The train left 
Brown at Leesburg. The physician there prob- 
ing, found the ball had gone in on the in-ice 
the thigh and went round and lolgel against 
the bone on the outzide. Phe ball was ex ract- 
ed in a fla‘tened condition. It cams.within 
an inch of the main artery, 80 you see how 
near Brown caweto loosivg his life in pro- 
tecting a poor o'd man from this drunken 
brute. hope to be ableto get him home 
to St. Louis in afew days; yet it is dount- 
ful.??

A Lawyer’s Opinion. 
ST. LOUIS, November 3, Issl. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your reference recently tothe ruling of the 
United States CircuitCourt in one of the ‘‘elec- 
tion cuases’’—United States vs. Cahill—as a 
‘*hair-splitting difference,’’ does injustice to 
the able opinion of the court. The principle on 
which the demurrer rested, which the court 
sustained, was that neither Federal courts nor 
Jaws could control or regulate any State elec- 
(ion except so faras concerns the election of 
Congressmen. Inapplyingthis principle the 
court held the statement ‘‘a lawtul election at 
Which a Representative in Congress, etc., 
was voted tor,’’ was not a suflicientiv clear 


allegation of an ‘‘election for Representative 
in Congiess’’ to bring the case within the 


Federallaws. Votes might be cast for Con- 
giessmen whenthe electionin question was 
lawfully held ‘‘tor some other purpose over 
which the Federal Government had no contro! 
avd with whiehit had noright to intertere.’’ 
Thecourt further held the indictment bad in 
failing toshow that the voter who was sup- 
posed to be intimidated ‘‘offered, or  pro- 
posea, Or vas ubout to vote for, or was quali- 
tied to vote tor a Representative in Conyress."' 
‘The gi-t of the opinionisin this séntence: ‘'It 
isclear that no Federal statute can interfere 
with voters, «xceptat an election for Repre 
sentative in Congress, and then only as to 
their protection in voting tor a Representative 
in Conyiess.’’

Something About the Planet and 
Ite Transit Next Monday. 


An Astronomical Phenemenon Which 
Will Last for Five Heurs. 


Astronomers and college students are now 
preparing their telescopes for a glance at the 
coming transit of Mercury, which will take 
place on next Monday. Mercury is a curious 


planet and is  ~-seldom seen with- 
out a_ telescope, because it seldom 
departs more than 299 from the sur. 


Copernicus, the astronomer who discovered 
the true system of heavenly motion, mourned 
that ne should go down to his tomb without 
seeing it. The Egyptians knewit. TheGreeks 
called it Apollo when visible in the morning, 
and at night Mercury, the god of thieves, be- 
cause it was supposed to light law- 
breakers to their untoward actions. 


In the telescope it shows quarters, halves, 
etc., like the moon, whence, of course, it is 
argued that it shines by reflected light from 
the sun. Itis the nearest planet to that lu- 
minary, its distance from it being 44,200,000 
miles. 

The word transit is from the Latin, and sig- 
nifies passing across. When Mercury has a 
distance from the ecliptic, or pathof the san 
around the earth, less than the se:ni-diameter 
of the sun, then Mereury’s disk appears 
projected on the disk of the sun. 
Through an ordinary telescope it looks a 
black spot in the sun, slightly smaller thana 
billiard ball, and its motion is very slow, it 
taking from three to five hours to cross over 
that body. Transitscan only occur when the 
eun,Mercury and tne earth are in the same 
straight line, so that an observer, looking 
from the earth, has bis view of the sun ob- 
scured by Mercury, which is passing between. 
Tnese three bodies areinthe same strate ht 
line aboutthe 4th of May andthe 7th of No- 
vember, sothat transits must Occur On or 
about these days. They happnven at sonewhat 
irregular intervals, but after seven and thir- 
seen years transits atthe same node may be 
looked for. The ‘‘node’’ is the astronomer’s 
technical term for tne point at which the pith 
of a planet passes through the pla e of the 
eclipoc, or path of toe sua around the earth. 

These tra: sits or c.ossings of Mercury,as well 
us thoseof Venus, which occur at greater in- 
teivals, have been observed since Galileo in- 
vented the teJescope. Inlate years little at- 
tention is paid to them, hecause they are ot 
little scientific value. The first that was close- 
Ivy watched occurred in 1799. Onthis occa 
sion the planet showed against the sun 
a dark spot, surrounded by a ring not so dark. 
This was supposed to be caused Dy the partial 
retraction or absorption of the sun’s rays 
while passing through the atmosphere that 
surrounds Mercury. This ring has not been 
observed since, but all observers note the 
shadowy nature of the light which separates 
the dark from the light partot the planet. 
Were there no airs about Mercury, tuis iine 
would be sharply defined. Later transits 
occurred on November 12, 1861, November 5, 
lséx, and Muy 6, 1875. 

The transiton Monday occurs late in the 
afterroon. The first contact for an observer 
aut St. Louis will take piace ati:5’ p. m., about 
twenty minutes before sundown, The most of 
the phenomenon wilitheretore be lost at this 
point. It will be invisible at Washington. The 
crossing will not be seen by persons with the 
nakea eye, but a telescope or a_ pair of 
good field glasses will enable anybod; toenjoy 
the bezinnir g ofcontact here. . 

Those who are anxious to witness the show 
had better make atrangemen'‘s usthe next tran- 
sitis not due until May 9%, 1891, and will then 
only last three hoursand ten minutes. The 
c1o+sing on Monday will be made near the cen- 
ter of the sun’s disk.

FROM PRICE TO SPEED. 
The Passenger Rate War Among 
Bastern Lines Taking 
New Form.

Express Trains Now Make the Trip From 


New York to Chicago in Twenty- 
five Hours. 


Foilowing the competition in passenger rates 
between the great Eastern lines con- 
trolled by Vanderbilc on the one 
band and the Pennsylvania Cengral on 
the other, a contest forgpeed in the passenger 
service has set in. few days since the 
Penusylvania Central inaugurated a 
special fast service between New York 


and Chicago. Limited express trains com- 
posed entirely of Pullman and hotel cars run 
over the Fort Wayne route via Mansfield, 
Pittsburg, Harrisburg and Philadelphia with 
connections at Harrisburg for Baltimore and 
Washington. Thesetrains leave Unicago at 
3:30 p. m. and New York at8a. m., arriving in 
New York at 6:30 p. m. following day; Phita- 
delphia, 4:10p. m.; Baltimore, 3:6 p. m ; 
Washington, 5:10p.m. The New York train 
reaches Chicago at 9:40 a. m. following day. 
This isa run of 912 miles in twenty-five hoars 
and forty minutes, an average speed of thirtv- 
six miles an hour. The hotel cars are run on 
these trains between New York and Chicago, 
with sleeping cars for Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Pittsburg. The trains are limited as to 
number of passengers, and an extrarate of $8 
is charged between Chicago aud New York, but 
this inciudes the sleeping car accomm)- 
dation, and tbe present iate of §first- 
class fere from Chicago to New York is $14 50: 
bence $22 50 covers the entire expense, iaclud- 
ing sleeping berth, for this exclusive fast ser 
vice. The New York Central management has 
announced as a special counter movement a 
special limited service of first-class trains be- 
tween New York and Chicago via Buffalo, 
Cleveland and the Lake Shore, accomplishing 
the journey of YSU miles in 20 
nours. This would present an average speed 
of forty-five miles an hour. That the benefit 
of the limited express service may extend to 
St. Lovis the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
Road this morning announces that on and 
after Monday nexta first-class express train 
willrun between St.Louis and New York, leav- 
ingtbe Union Depot at 7:50 a. m., reaching 
New York over the New York Central Road at 
6:30 p.m. the following day, a distance vf 1,172 
miles in 33 hours and 40 minutes, and that 
breakfast and dinner will be served in dining- 
cars on thistrain. In other words connection 
will be made at Toledo or Cleveland with the 
Chicago and New York limited express train, 


to be inaugurated over the New 
York Central svstem in opposition 
to the Fort Wayne service of the 


Pennsylvania Central Road. It now remains 
to be seen whether the latter road will extend 
its limited express service to St. Louis over the 
Vandalia Line. A few years since, when the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road accelerated its pas- 
senger service and reached out for Western 
business, the Pennsylvania Central ran a tirst- 
class train from here to New York in 32 hours, 
leaving the Union Depot at 8 o’clock in the 
morning, arriving in New York at 6 o’clock 
following evening,a distance of 1,063 miles. 
It wassoon withdrawn, huwever, tu conciliate 
the Baltimore ard Ohio management, which 
threatened at that time tocutrates. The fa3t- 
est service accomplished by the 
Vendalia Line at present between St. Louis 
and New York is thirty-eight hoursand a half— 
although the Pennsvlva Central Road runs the 
fastesttrainsin the country between Phila- 
Jelphia and New York, ninety miles in one 
hour and forty five minutes. With the advan- 
tages of a double track through Peonsylivania, 
the competition in speed will now doubtless 
take the shape of a limited express train ser- 
vice between St. Louis aud New York over the 
Vandalia, although nothing is knownon the 
subject as yet. 

The Gould management has recently intro- 
duced an gccelerated train service between Sc. 
Louis and Galveston over the Iron Mountain 
route, running a through train from the Union 
Depot to Galveston every morning; likewise a 
through train every morning overche Missouri 
Pacific routeto San Antonio—distances vi 1,20) 
miies In forty-eight hours. Tae 
Eastern competition being changed from price 
to speed, public interest is strongly manifested 
inthese changes, but experienced raiiroad 
managers here say that in speed there mu-t be 
a limit tothe competition and that with due 
1eza1d 10 the safety of passengers trains over 
the Western roads gunnot well be run above 
an average of thirt) -five miles an hour, includ- 
ing stops.

SICK CHICKENS. 


The Part They sagas in Several Slick Swin- 
dies. 

Tbe swindler always has a main eye to busi- 
ness. Recently what the distinguished philo- 
logist of the Globe-Democrat would term an 
epidemic has prevailed among the chickens 
of this section of the country, and the feath- 
ered victims died by the hundred3. Many 
commission housesjfound themselves in possas- 
sion of large numbers of coops of sick chick- 
ens, and in order to get rid of the 
birds before they were actually dead 


they were placed on the market 
at about eeventy-nve cents per dozen. The 
swindler sawa goodthing in this and imme 
diately set to work in a manner that was high- 
ly successful, and that will be explainedin a 
few stories told by gentlemen employed in the 
Golden Eagle Clothing Store. 

‘‘ADout two weeks ago,’’ said Mr. Skinner, 
‘‘two young men, appareatly Irishmen, drove 
up to my residence in Tavlorwick with a wagon 


full of chicken coops. They rang the 
bell and told my wife they had been 
delivering some chickens on Third 


street when myself and a neighbor, a com 

mission merchant, came up, and liked the 
chickens so well that I ordered four dozen 
sent outtomyhonse. They described me ac- 
curately to my wife, told her wherelI worked 
and satisfied her that they knew all about me. 
She at first refused to take any of thechickens, 
but they pleaded that they had hauled them a 
long distance to fill my order and that it would 


be hardship to send them back 
after all their trouple. She then 
asked the price and they told her $225 


per dozen, whereupyn she agreed to take two 
dozen. They told her that if she would take 
the four dozen they would give them to her at 
$2 10 per dozen, and she took them, payiog 
$8 40forthe lot. WhenlI got homel! was as- 
tonished utthe story, never having ordered 
asi: glechicken. Isawthe birds were sick, 
and by feeding them On cayenne pepper anu 
burning sulphur around I succeeded in saving 
about one-halfofthem. lt wasaclear swindle 
throughout.’’ 

Mr. Charjes Kuhn told how, during the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Henrietta schergens, his mother- 
in-law, from her resiience on Kos3uth avenue 
and Farrar street, one day a week ago, two 
young liishmen brought three dozen chickens 
tothe doorandtold her husband that Mrs. 
Schergens had been down at Union Market, 
seiected the chickens and ordered them sent 
home. They desciibed the lady exactly, got 
20 cents apiece for the thirty six sick chickens 
and drove away. N«xt day there were corpses
